DTRECTION FROM THE DIRECTOR 


One day in October, twelve stu- 
dents, a custodian, a truck driver, a 
master plumber, and a college president 
(small p) moved five tons (repeat tons; 
11,507 pounds on the invoice) cf steel 
shelving in 106 cartons (average weight: 
109 pounds) from a trailer-truck to the 
second-flocr Library of the Ccllege. 
They did this in a little over half an 
hour. Only the truck driver was re- 
quired to move an ounce of it, and all 
he had to do was to make tail-gate 
delivery. 


The peint is this: seeing a job 
te be done, realizing -- if only vague- 
ly--that there was something in the 
picture that required their joining 
minds end efferts to get a problem 
solved, these students saw their duty 
and they did it. In a less literate 
day, it might heave been reported that 
"they seen their duty and they done it". 


It was an act of responsible cit- 
izenship. It was an illustration of 
self-involvement and personal responsi- 
bility and in the welfare of their 
colloge community. No one said any- 
thing about an actual risk to life and 
limb. No one asked who was liable in 
case of accident. No one expected to 
be paid (although the talk about it 
produced a theoretical rate of $4.50 
per hout). Ne one said this was none 
ef his business. 


There are implications to this 
occurrence to be considered on the lo- 
cal, state, national, and international 
levels, This is something over which 
one could properly and proudly make a 
"Federal Case". The College thanks 
those who took part in "Operation Lift- 
and-Grunt",
